remains a completely separate and in- 
dependent ministry, the sole connec- 
tion with the War Office being that 
one secretary of state controls both 
departments. The Royal Air Force 
also remains a separate and inde- 
pendent force, its relations with the 
navy and army continuing unaltered. 

The Air Ministry is proceeding, in 
general accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the civil aerial trans- 
port committee, to carry into effect 
the legislation and _é international 
agreements required to enable the 
civil aviation to be recommended as 
soon as possible. To provide for the 
needs of civil aviation, as well as for 
the needs of the Royal Air Force, 
reorganization of the Air Ministry is 
necessary and that reorganization is 
being prepared. .

“The Magyar,” he 
declared, “even more than the Prus- 
sian expresses these qualities which 
are conveniently characterized as 
Prussianisem, and while that remains 
so, there can be no place for him in an 
alliance Of free, democratic nations. 
With regard to Austrians, however, 
the case {s different provided they rec- 
ognize and accept the altered situation 
and are prepared to enter the alltance 
on a footing that becomes them as. the 
amall state they now represent. 

“The Tzecho-Slovak Government is, 
in fact, opening negotiations with that 
end in view, and the arrangement 
would have distinct advantages for 
Austria itself, which, shorn of its non- 
Austrian territories and severed from 
Hungary, is weak and dependent on its 
neighbors from both a productive and 
an industrial*point of view.” 

German-Austria, in fact, appears to 
be faced with the choice between adhe- 
sion to the Central European alliance 
and union with Germany, and The 
Christian Science Monitor informant, 
while he would welcome a decision in 
favor of the former course, is not 
among those who would regard the 
choice of the latter a serious matter. 
Such.a view, he maintained, is the 
result of failure really to grasp the 
altered situation.
